Chadian Peace Talks Begin; ‘Key Players Missing’

(AFP) — The second plenary session of round table 
talks aimed at ending 30 years of civil war in Chad 
opened Saturday [6 January] afternoon six hours late 
and with one of the key players missing. 


Reliable sources said the armed groups dubbed "politcal 
military’ or the “external opposition” who stayed away 
sll insisted on a broader representation of poliucal 
parties from within the country. 


The political military groups from the North African 
country say that nine representatives of the parties at 
Franceville, southeastern Gabon, had been co-opted by 
the authorities and were not sufficiently representative 
of Chadian politics. 


Two opposition leaders Laokein Barde, whose Armed 
Forces for the Federal Republic are active in the 
south of Chad, and Moussa Medellah, leader of one 
of the facuons of the Movement tor Democracy and 
Development (MDD), active in the region of Lake Chad, 
had still not arrived. 


In a statement received by AFP, the MDD said it was 
available to bring its unreserved contribution for the 
settlement of Chad problems. But it regretted the lack 
of effective identification of “political military” groups 
and shortcomings in the organization of the round table. 


The proposal of Chadian President Idniss Deby to have 
only 10 representatives from the 58 political parties at 
the round table talks aimed at achieving the integration 
of opposition armed groups into the democratic and 
electoral process underway in Chad, was welcomed by 
a secuon of the opposition. 


Thirty five parties, including ACTUS [Action for Unity 
and Socialism] of the former prime minister Fidele 
Mougar and the National Union for National Devel- 
opment and Renewal (UNDR) of Saleh Kebzabo, de- 
manded the presence of representatives from ail legal 
politcal parties. 


Many hours were spent Saturday in intense negotiations 
between the political military groups, Gabonese medi- 
ators, including President Omar Bongo, and the Presi- 
dents of Niger Mahmane (usmane and Central Africa 
Ange-Felix Patasse 


Leaders from the political military groups had talks with 
Deby but failed to reach a compromise. 
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Chad authorities waat to close out a period of so-called 
transition to democracy which has lasted five years 
sO far, and stage presidenual and legislauve elecuions 
with no security problems. The only way to do so ts 
reconciliauon with the armed groups or the “external 
opposition” which are waging low-key guerrilla wartare 
in the south, the east and around Lake Chad in the 
center. 


Political parties who caused initial problems Friday by 
announcing their withdrawal from the talks because 
they were unable to speak at the opening session, were 
willing to reenter the discussions after being allowed to 
address the presidents and international observers. 


The debates are due to continue in committee stage 
behind closed doors.

{[Djomsou] Well, I know that Radio Chad listeners 
and Chadians in general have turned their ears toward 
Franceville, where the last reconciliation meeting among 
Chadian brothers — if we can call it so — ts taking 
place. This morning, until less than five minutes betore 
we entered this studio, the situation was still deadlocked 
but we have just received a cable from our special 
correspondent who says that some progress has been 
made. 


The plenary session, which was announced for this 
morning and then this afternoon, has just begun, that 
is early this evening. We have just received the con- 
firmation from our special correspondent, and we hope 
that the sides present there have reached a consensus on 
various issues, particularly the main one — the repre- 
sentation of the political parties at the roundtable contfer- 
ence. The government, the armed political groups, and 
politcal parties have succeeded, after al), in reaching an 
agreement on the issue of representation. Furthermore, 
there are now a number of facilitators, namely Gabon, 
the Central African Republic, and Niger. 


Sull according to our special correspondent, an execu- 
tive committee has been put in place but its membership 
is not well known yet. What is sure is that it comprises 
three commissions — namely, the Law-Abiding State 
and Insutution Commission, the Defense and Security 
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Commission, and the Electoral and Miscellaneous Is- 
sues Commission. 


Roundtable Suspended 9 Jan

(AFP) — The inter-Chadian roundtable conference on 
national recouciliauon has suspended its deliberations. 
The discussions will resume in committees in Libre- 
ville. The disclosure was made by reliable sources in 
Franceville today where the meeting has been going on 
since § January. 


The heads of state who chaired the meeting were 
expected to issued a joint statement to officially confirm 
the suspension. However, according to observers in 
Franceville, it is possible that the anger expressed by 
the armed politcal groups, who noted this morning 
that “they were placed before the fait accompli” when 
presented with the text of a “Franceville general accord,” 
might have caused delays in issuing the joint statement. 
According to the armed political groups, the text of the 
accord was put into circulation before the agenda of the 
general meeting had been exhausted, and without even 
allowing the working groups to go into session. 


Journalists have been waiting since noon for the pub- 
heation of the statement announced by the organizers. 
They have also been asked to get ready to leave for 
Libreville, the Gabonese capital, immediately after the 
joint statement is published. 


For its part, the national radio announced at midday 
the return of Gabonese President Omar Bongo to 
Libreville. President Bongo was the chief facilitator of 
this roundtable conference meant to involve the armed 
political groups and opposition parties in the current 
democratic and electoral processes in Chad. 


President Bongo 1s working in collaboration with 
the leaders of two neighboring countries, Ange-Felix 
Patasse of the Central African Republic, and Mahamane 
Ousmane of Niger. The reconciliation meeting itself 
brought together Chadian President Idriss Deby and 
several members of his government, representatives 
of legalized political parties and associations, and 
representatives of some 15 armed political movements.

“We do not exclude dialogue but if attacks 
continue, we will be forced to react. It is a matter of 
survival for our people,” he said, in the aftermath of 
the failure of the inter-Chadian roundtable conference 
in Franceville, Gabon. 


Talking about that conference, Mr. Barde told AFP 
that the other armed political movements and he “came 
for negotations, but,” he adde' “there was no contact 
and, suddenly, people brought out an agreement and 
asked us to accept it” He rejected the procedure 
adopted by the Gabonese mediators whereby the various 
parucipants at the roundtable conlerence were presented 
with a tramework agreement betore they could begin 
negollauions on its contents. He believes that “one 
should negotiate first. Alter the negollations, one can 
then talk of an agreement 


Finally, Barde accused Chadian President Idnss Deby 
of “bad faith” saying that on 4 January, on the eve ot 
the opening of the roundtable conference, elements of 
the Republican Guard, a unit directly under President 
Deby, attacked a FARF position located near the Central 
African Republic border

I believe we know what we have done in 
Gabon and what we represent in Gabon, but | don't 
want Gabon to be ridiculed, especially its leader. 


I want to make one point quite clear to you, my dear 
Chadian brothers. If at any point in me you ever 
imagined one instant that Gabon would serve as a base 
for you to remove President Deby from office, then I 
must tell you that you have made a sad mistake because 
we in Gabon are not authors of coups d'etat. [applause] 


If at any given time you thought that the Franceville 
roundtable conference would be a second national 
conference, then you made a serious mistake. Some of 
you came here with the clear intention, and with precise 
instructions to sabotage this Franceville roundtable 
conference but, mind you, you cannot make a mockery

Prosecutors Detain Russian Crewmen; Sth Missing

Zairian prosecutors detained on Tuesday [9 January] 
four Russian crewmen involved in the country’s worst 
air disaster a day earlier, but a fifth member of the 
doomed plane’ } crew is sull missing, a Russian diplomat 
said. 


Three of the four serving on the doomed Antonov An- 
32, which ploughed into a crowded market Monday 
killing at least 260 people, were being held at the 
prosecutor general's office while a fourth was under 
police surveillance in hospital, the diplomat said. “We 
are however concerned for the fifth crew member who 
has disappeared,” the Russian official said. 


The Russian-built Antonov failed to gain altitude as 
it was trying to take off from Ndolo Airport, a smal! 
airport near the centre of Kinshasa used for domestic 
flights. Instead it cut a devastating path into the vast 
open-air Simbazikita market, situated at the end of the 
runway, engulfing it in flames. Most of the dead were 
not on the plane but at the market. 


Witnesses said they had seen four crew members 
escaping the carnage but added that they had fled to 
avoid retribution from a crowd that gathered at the 
market. 


The Zairian authorities recommend those involved in 
all accidents — whether culpable or not — to leave the 
scene as soon as possible for a police or military station 
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to avoid vengeful crowds. But it remained unclear 
whether the crew members had turned themselves in 
or had been arrested. 


Medical and aid workers earlier revised upward the 
number of dead by 10 from Monday's original estmate 
of 250 dead, but the number of injured remained 
unknown. 


As International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) 
teams prepared tours of hospitals and clinics to draw up 
a final toll, Zaire’s beleaguered civil aviation industry 
faced mounting allegations of complacency and corrup- 
tion. Authoritative but unofficial sources said the plane 
was making a secretive flight to Angola, deemed ‘ sen- 
sitive” because of that southwest African country’s ban 
on planes from Zaire entering its airspace. 


Luanda has for years suspected Kinshasa of running 
weapons into Angola to support the former rebel army 
of the Union for the Total Independence of Angola 
(UNITA) led by Jonas Savimbi. Such aircraft are usually 
in a poor state and are often manned by suspect crews 


“Here you can buy anything — you can get a pilot's 
licence just as easily as @ driving licence, one qualified 
pilot said. Other pilots wo: king for licensed airlines in 
Zaire have said some crews are paid “honuses’ to take 
off while overloaded, or for making ‘sensitive’ flights 
to Angola. 


The Zairian press jumped Tuesday to criticise the cor- 
ruption endemic in the country’s civil aviation industry, 
and other public sectors, with one opposition newspa- 
per denouncing the “airborne mafios: who rely on mal- 
leable and corrupuble leaders.” “Our country has never 
paid much attention to regulations, whatever they are 
and whatever field they may apply to, another daily 
said. 


The Zairian Government, for its part, ordered an inquiry 
into the accident and declared three days of mourning. It 
also closed Ndolo Airport and banned cargo flights unul 
further notice. But analysts said the measures would not 
be enough to root out endemic corruption which has 
apparently prompted the second air disaster involving 
Zairian firms in three weeks. 


On December 18, a Lockheed Electra turboprop, oper- 
ated by a Zairian firm, crashed after takeoff in Angola, 
killing more than 140 people. The cause of that disaster 
remains unclear. 


“Once more, it 1s clear that (strict regulations) must be 
implemented,” one businessman working legally in the 
aviation industry said. “If not the mismanagement will 
continue and easy money will continue to be made. 
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“You can make huge amounts of money very quickly 
here,” he said. “But it is becoming dirtier and dirtier.” 


Aid agencies meanwhile are pitching in to help the 
injured, with the ICRC and Belgian arm of Medecins 
Sans Frontieres (MSF) sending medical supplies to the 
Mama-Yemo Hospital, where the injured were taken on 
Monday. Pope John Paul II expressed his condolences to 
victims and their families in a message sent to Cardinal 
Frederic Etsou Nzabi Bamungwabi of K’ nshasa.

Zairian Transport Minister Tambwe Mwanga has been 
coordinating the activities of the “Committees of inquiry 
and safety” set up by the Zairian Government. The 
experts’ initial findings seem to point to overloading 
and a technical fault: 


[Tambwe Mwanga] The initial elements of the inves- 
ligation seem to virtually confirm that the aircraft was 
overloaded. It also seems that an engine failed at the 
time the plane was to take off. 


[“etdepenningen] In addition to the technical problems, 
could negligence have contributed to the tragedy? 


‘Tambwe Mwanga] The pilot and copilot escaped unin- 
jured and are at present being questioned by the Prose- 
cutor’s Office. But with difficulty as they do not speak 
French. The Prosecutor's Office has also made a num- 
ber of arrests among members of the Ndolo airport com- 
mand and the civil aviation authorities. The flight plan 
clearly contained false information. 
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{Metdepenningen] Such as? 


[Tambwe Mwanga] It was stated that the plane was 
Carrying just 2,700 kilograms of freight (oil, flour, and 
fish, etc.) when there was clearly more. Also, the flight 
plan did not include any mention of passengers when 
there were at least five. When I arrived at the scene of 
the tragedy, 10 minutes after the accident, I could hear 
them calling for help, trapped at the bottom of the cabin. 
The equipment available was derisory: these passengers 
were burned alive. The inquiry must establish whether 
the falsification of the flight plan was permitted with the 
knowledge of the officials. 


[Metdepenningen] The Zairian press carried reports 
yesterday morning Of a “significant transport,” a cargo 
of arms to Angola? 


[Tambwe Mwanga] | cannot stop the press from putting 
forward hypotheses. The treight documents were seized 
for analysis and it is not at present possible to determine 
the exact content of the cargo. The flight plan stated the 
final destination as a town in southern Zaire, Kaemba. If 
that was not its final destination and if irregular material 
was on board, we will denounce it. We intend to meet 
our responsibilities and reply to the concerns of Zairian 
and international public opinion. 


[Metdepenningen] This tragedy reveals rather dramat- 
ically the dilapidated state of the feet operating in 
Zaire’s skies... 


[Tambwe Mwanga] As you know, Zaire is at present 
the dumping ground for all the old crates in the world. 
We decided on Monday to immediately ground the total 
fleet of cargo planes, which is one third of the planes 
flying in Zaire. We cannot allow a repetition of such a 
tragedy. 


[Metdepenningen] Will these aircraft be subject to a 
technical assessment based on accepted imternational 
standards? 


{[Tambwe Mwanga] The government has decided to take 
extreme measures. We have asked France to send us 
experts, so thal we Can Carry out a rapid inspection of the 
technical condition of planes flying in Zaire. Depending 
on the response from Paris, we may contact Belgium. 
This morning I also signed a decree putting a stop to the 
unregulated import of used aircraft into Zaire. In future, 
all planes must be checked in the country of origin 
before being imported. We have also decided, in view 
of the coach accident (several dozen dead in Kinshasa 
in December) to stop the import of any used vehicles 
which are too old. The age limit on these vehicles must 
still be set. 
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{Metdepenningen]} Some pilots flying in Zaire are some- 
times described as “adventurers”... 


[Tambwe Mwanga] Passenger aircraft will also be 
subject to strict control. We will send home all pilots 
with dubious qualifications. Many pilots, from Belgium, 
France, or elsewhere, are pilotung planes in Zaire 
carrying dozens of persons without being qualified to 
do so in their country of origin. This must stop. Within 
three months, you will see, Zaire wil be a country 
comparable to any other in the field of aviation. 


[Metdepenningen}] Ndolo airport has often been de- 
scribed as dangerous dve to its location in the center 
of the town. 


{Tambwe Mwauga] Ndolo is being closed permanently 
\oday. The decision had already been made a few 
months ago. We were waiting for the compleuon of 
modernization works at Ndjili airport. 


{Metdepenningen] Do we have a final death toll? 


{[Tambwe Mwanga] Nearly 300 dead have already been 
counted. They will be buried at 1100 on Wednesday, 
or the occasion of state funerals, in a specially created 
ce:netery in Kinshasa. We are making an appeal for 
international aid to help our doctors who have had 
to Operate on the injured without taking the necessary 
precaullonary Measures in a Country with a major AIDS 
epidemic. Our hospitals really need help. 


Talks on Repatriating Refugees End in Stalemate

problem of repatriating one million Rwandan refugees 
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from camps in Zaire appeared no closer to a solution 
Saturday [6 January} after iwo days of talks between 
Zairian Officials and the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees ‘UNHCR),. 


Talks broke up Friday with Zainan Foreign Minis- 
ter Gerard Kamanda Wa Kamanda saying he wanted 
to keep the discussions “confidential.” No deal was 
reached on conditions for closing the camps and send- 
ing home the refugees, most of whom are Hutus who 
fled Rwanda’s bloody civil war in 1994. 


Public and political pressure is mounting in Zaire to 
bring a speedy end to the problem. But Zaire demed 
Friday it wanted to start returning the refugees by force, 
and it played down fears 1t was trying to pressure the 
UN refugee agency into a hasty repatriauion programme. 
Kamanda said Kinshasa had merely expressed a wish 
that voluntary repatriauion be started as quickly as 
possible. “What we are saying is that we would like 
these repatriation operations to start and the camps to 
be closed during the month of January and if possible 
in the next two weeks, Kamanda said. 


The latest talks follow discussions in Geneva on Decem- 
ber 20 between Zairian and Rwandan officials and the 
UNHCR, which led to Kinshasa withdrawing an earlier 
decision to expel the refugees by the end of 1998. The 
UNHCR has continually stressed the repatriations must 
be voluntary 


The UNHCR is expected to contact the Rwandan 
government to discuss the issue. But a UNHCR official 
said the agency was caught between a rock and a hard 
place” and that it risked becoming the scapegoat” in 
squabbling between Kinshasa and Kigali.

AL-HAYAH — Er- 
itrean Internal Affairs Minister Ali Said Abdalla has 
said that he has “asked Saudi officials to play a con- 
structive role in resolving the Eritrean- Yemeni conflict 
over Hanish island, and I have detected some under- 
standing in this context.” He expressed his satisfaction 
with the outcome of his Gulf tour, which included the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, the [United Arab] Emirates, 
and Qatar. He said that he gave the Gulf officials the 
facts, and detected a keenness in the Gulf to deal with 
the issue in a peaceful and fraternal manner. 


He said that the Saudi officials stressed “the importance 
of peace and stability in the Red Sea and the need to 
resort to negotiations and arbitration, and that they will 
also piay a part in this context.” 


In an exclusive interview with AL-HAYAH he added: 
“Yemeni public opinion and political forces are trying to 
push the leadership into war, but the Yemeni leadership 
is being rational and is dealing calmly and quietly with 
the issues. There will not be a military confrontation.” 


He accused Yemen of starting what he described as “the 
invasion of Hanish island,” saying: “We were surprised 
by the Yemeni attack and aircraft bombing.” He added 
that “the prisoners [as published] and Yemeni officers in 
Hanish were supposed to eliminate our camp and create 
a fait accompli. We defended ourselves thanks to our 
thorough knowledge of the area.” 


He accused the Sudanese Government of planning 
to carry out a military operation against his country 
through the Eritrean opposition, naming in this context 
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“the Eritrean Islamic Jihad Group, the Arab Afghans 
im eastern Sudan, and the remnants of the [Eritrean] 
Liberation Front.” He said that they are trying to gather 
all these groups within a single framework in order to 
Carry oul a military operation and acts of sabotage. 


He said that "Eritrea, Ethiopia, Uganda, Djibouti, and 
Egypt are targeted by the Sudanese regime which wants 
to spread its ideas and plans beyond the Horn of Africa 
to the south and the west of Africa, and Sudan's 
neighbors are suffering as a result of the National 
‘slamic Front [NIF]'s strategy.” 


He stressed that his country’s relauons with Sudan “will 
not improve as long as the NIF regime is there.” He 
denied that his country is planning a military operation 
against Sudan, saying: “We do not intend to change the 
Sudanese regime by moving Eritrean forces, because 
a change of regime can only come about through the 
Sudanese people's choice and by effective political 
forces,” stressing that “any change in Sudan will come 
from the Sudanese themselves.” 


On Eritrea’s support for the Sudanese opposition, he 
said: “Our dealings with the Sudanese political parties 
are not new and we have had relations with the major 
and minor parties since the armed struggle years. This 
cooperation did not start today and is not because we 
disagree with the Sudanese regime.” [passage omitted]

“The Sudanese Government troops are 
now at those border areas in some places like Oraba 
they can see each other with the Ugandan counterpasts,” 
said Lientenant Mwekwasize. [sentence as published] 


He confirmed they were digging trenches in ail areas 
they occupied. The officer, however, could not say 
whether the troops were taking up positions to fight 
their SPLA [Sudanese People’s Liberation Army] rebe! 
forces or in preparation for a possible attack on Uganda 
But we don't feel threatened,” he said. 


Military sources in the area said that the camp at Mo- 
robo is aimed at creating a supply route to the battlefront 
at Ye, which needs reinforcement. Other areas reportcd 
to have a heavy presence of the government troops are 
Gurumba, Kaia | and Kaia II, Merigo Hills, the moun- 
tains of Kimba and Kadupe, all along the border with 
Uganda. 


It is not clear when the Sudanese troops first took 
up positions in these areas, most of which have until 
recently been under the control of the SPLA. But 
sources said the Sudanese troops took over the bridge 
of Kaia a week before the new year. 


A military source on the Ugandan side at Kaia, who 
spoke on condition of not being named, said Sudanese 
soldiers faced serous sethacks in the battle with the 
Colonel Garang’s rebels at the end of last year and were 
now reorganizing. 


The sources also said rebels of the West Nile Bank 
Front |[WNBF] ied by Colonel Juma Onis joined the 
Sudanese Government troops digging trenches. Many 
of the soldiers from the Sudanese side are youth from 
university and other insutuuons who have been lined 
[up] to fight a jihad (holy war). The sources said 
the Sudanese jihad crusaders are using WNBF rebels 
to infiltrate into Uganda to plant land mines, steal 
foodstuffs from gardens and terrorize local people living 
along border areas 
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Another military source in the area said the Sudanese 
troops have used the country’s western axis with less 
SPLA activities. This is the Juba and Yei axis. But the 
areas already captured by SPLA are not yet affected.

— the SOth anniversary of the great mine workers strike 
of 1946;

We will mark these anniversaries during the 84th 
year of the ANC as an affirmation of our unwavering 
commitment to the fundamental transformation of our 
country and the continuing mobilisation of all sectors 
of our population to persist in their inalienable role as 
their own liberators. 


Setting the agenda 


As invariably happens when the time comes to gather 
the harvest, many have appeared in our midst who claim 
that they, and not the millions who sustained the struggle 
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for many decades under the leadership of the ANC, are 
the ones who planted the seed and tended the tree of 
freedom. 


Among these are those who, for decades, opposed all 
the forms of mass struggle to which we were obliged to 
resort.

They pontificated that "no black person was capable 
of successfully governing a country as sophisticated as 
South Africa is’. In triumph they said: Look at the rest 
of Africa. To this day, many have not abandoned these 
deep-seated and insulting attitudes. 


These includes our erstwhile oppressors who, today, 
cynically portray themselves as the forces which 
brought down apartheid and as the champions of 
democracy, justice and the socio-economic aspirations 
of the poor. 


Even now, these new-found fighters against apartheid 
feel no sense of shame whatsoever when they blame 
the terrible human and social tragedy we have inherited 
from our apartheid past, on the victums of white minority 
domination, and those who fought to free our country 
from this colonial heritage. 


This posturing by our political opponents derives neither 
from mere vanity nor from ignorance of the history of 
our country and struggle. 


It reflects a struggle which intensifies with each passing 
day, to define the agenda of the democratic order. It 
represents a determined effort to determine for our 
country and people the content, the form and the pace 
of the transformation process, post-apartheid. 


Simply put, among the critical questions we must 
answer practically, are: What is fundamental change. 
and who shall set the agenda for that change’ 


Confronting the apartheid heritage 


We have inherited a society characterised by a juxta- 
position of both major negative features and important 
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positive factors. It is necessary that at all times we un- 
derstand these as well as their interaction. 


Millions of our people are vicums of abject poverty. The 
overwhelming majority among these are black. Their 
life condition is described by joblessness, homelessness, 
landlessness and no access to education, health and 
Oppo: ainities for self-advancemnent. 


Within the black communities, a...ong the worst affected 
by this human degradation are the women, the youth, 
disabled people, the elderly as well as the millions of our 
rural masses. This situation will not correct itself. Both 
the public and the private sectors will have to make 
their contribution to expedite the process of tangible 
and sustained progress away from this unacceptable 
situation. 

The distribution of wealth, income and opportunity in 
our society continues to be determined in terms of race 
and colour, a situation that will perpetuate itself if we 
do not elaborate policies and implement programmes to 
end this continued entrenchment of racism. 


Our society is also victim to unacceptably high levels 
of crime. This, too, is part of our heritage from the past 
and is driven by a variety of causes. 


One of these, and the most obvious, is precisely the 
joblessness and lack of opportunity which is the lot of 
millions of our people. Progress in these areas therefore 
lies at the heart of our future success in the fight against 
crime. 


The thousands of our honest policemen and women have 
continued to carry out their work with great dedication 
and a spirit of self-sacrifice. They themselves have 
recognised the need to empower them by further training 
to raise their levels of proficiency and professionalism. 
Work in this regard has started and must continue so 
that we further improve the quality of our policing and 
law enforcement. 


Al the same time, it is clear that we need to increase the 
strength of the police service, better its working condi- 
tions, improve its logistical base as well as continue to 
attend to the critical matter of ensuring good relations 
between the police and the communities they serve. 


Of great importance also is the need to reassert the 
primacy of social morality among our people as a whole. 


A new patriotism 


This must form part of a new patriotism which should 
inspire and motivate the majority of our peorle to unite 
around a common perspective, whose vibrant core must 
be the building of a new and winning nation. 
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The illegitimacy of the apartheid system and the law- 
lessness and moral bankruptcy of white minority rule 
has created for us a crisis of ethics. 


The erstwhile ruling group has infused our society with 
a Culture of rapacity which is informed by the heartless 
concept of each one for himself or herself and the devil 
take the hindmost. 


Out of this terrible world, which feeds and nurtures 
criminal behaviour, have emerged, ugly and venomous: 


— scant respect for human life and the dignity of the 
individual; 
— pervasive corruption affecting both the mighty and 
the lowly; 


— disdain for the right of the citizen to hold their 
possessions in conditions of security; 


— terror against those who are weak and vulnerable, 
including women and children; as well as, 


— disregard for the norms that make for a just, equitable 
and stable civil order, including the obligations of the 
individual with respect to public property and public 
revenues. 


Progress in the reconstruction and development of our 
country can thus not be measured solely in terms of the 
volume of material benefits that accrue to the citizen, 
but must be judged also by the overall quality of life 
enjoyed by the citizenry, as well as the health of society 
as a whole. 


These are matters we must address in open debate. As 
we strive to root out the rot, we must draw on a tradition 
and a human instinct which is by no means extinct, the 
ethical tapestry described as ubuntu [humanity]. 


National Reconciliation 


The task of healing the wounds of the past is not yet 
accomplished. The challenge of national reconciliation 
remains firmly on our agenda. 


Much still remains to be done to build a common sense 
of nationhood, in which none should define their destiny 
in racial or ethnic terms, separate from and in conflict 
with the destiny of our nation as a whole. 


It is tn this context that we musi continue the struggie 
to give life to what we said in the Freedom Charter — 
that South Africa belongs to all who live in it, black and 
white, and that no g°vernment can justly claim authority 
unless it is based on ..¢ will of the people as a whole. 


But the national reconciliation for which we continue 
to struggle cannot be founded on the preservation and 
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perpetuation of the old order of white privilege and 
black deprivation. 


True reconciliation does not consist in merely forgetting 
the past. It does not rest with black forgiveness, sensi- 
tivity to white fears and tolerance of an unjust status 
quo, on one hand, and white gratitude and appreciation 
underlined by a tenacious clinging to exclusive privi- 
lege, on the other. 


Fundamentally, it has to be based on the creation of a 
truly democratic, non-racial and non-sexist society so 
that everything that leads to racial and ethnic tension 
and conflict in our society is done away with. 


A serious challenge therefore faces especially your 
white compatriots to grasp fully the importance of their 
role in the efforts to achieve national reconciliation. 
Together with them, we must answer the question: What 
is it that they must do to make a meaningful contribution 
to this vital national objective? 


Eatrenching democracy 


It is also vitally important that we continue the struggle 
to ensure that the machinery of state and the assets 
which the state disposes of, are properly geared to serve 
the interests of the people as a whole. 


' That state machinery and resource base cannot truly 
serve the cause of a democratic, non-racial and non- 
sexist order unless they undergo a process of trans- 
formation, whose content clearly cannot be defined by 
those who were the principle beneficiaries of the old 
order. 


Fundamental though this is, it is not sufficient that 
we have elected organs of government which are 
accountable to the people, It is also critically important 
that the instruments of governance ve structured and 
motivated to fulfil the democratically expressed will of 


the people. 


Here is yet another theatre of struggle in which we will 
have to overcome the resistance of those who wish to 
Clinch to the benefits and the practices of apartheid. 


Such resistance has to be overcome because it seeks to 
perpetuate the system of ill-gotten gains which derived 
from the pursuit of the objectives of the exclusive 
upliftment of the white section of our population and 
the entrenchment of the apartheid system, including its 
bantustan offshoots. Similarly, we must ensure that all 
our elected representatives, at national, provincial and 
local levels, themselves discharge their responsibilities 
to the people in an efficient, effective and honest 
manner. 
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Thus we need to empower them with the skills and 
resources to ensure that they accomplish this objective. 
There can be no gainsaying the fact that on these, 
who constitute an important layer of leadership in our 
country, rests, in good measure, the responsibility to 
inspire the people, provide them with a vision and 
ensure that their hopes and aspirations are adequately 
addressed. 


Yet another challenge ahead of us is the compleuon of 
the process of constitution-making, as part of our effort 
further to entrench democracy in our country. 


Of critical importance in this regard is the need to ensure 
that this fundamental law is fully expressive of various 
tenets, includ'ng: 


— the concept and practice of democratic majority rule; 
— protection of human rights; 


— protection of language, cultural and other rights of 
all national groups; 


— the unity of our country while recognising its 
diversity; 

— a proper distribution of power between the various 
tiers of government without this leading to fragmenta- 
tion; 

— the empowerment of civil society to participate in 
the process of governance; as well as, 


— efficient, open and accountable government. 


It is also important that we complete the new constitu- 
tion within the period we set ourselves so thal, as soon 
as possible, the country has a clear vision of the const- 
tutional framework within which it will function. 


Our international obligations 


If for no other reason, as a result of the history of our 
liberation struggle, we know very well that we are part 
of a wider world. In the sphere of international activity 
Our tasks are many, varied and interdependent. 


A stable peace in our country is not possible without 
peace outside our borders. Our prosperity is not possible 
in a world afflicted by poverty and economic depression 


Our own freedom as a people is diminished when 
another people are not free. 


Thus we have a continuing responsibility to make 
whatever contribution we can to the struggle for the 
birth of the new world order that is spoken of, so that 
the peoples of the world, including ourselves, live in 
conditions of democracy, peace, prosperity and equality 
among nations.

In pursuing these objectives, we must be careful to avoid 
great power arrogance and conferring on ourselves as 
misplaced messianic role. As a liberation movement we 
have always insisted on our own right to determine our 
future. 


When we act in solidarity with other peoples, as we will 
continue to do, we must bear these principles in mind, 
consistently acting in a manner that takes into account 
all factors and not merely what may seem fashionable 
on a particular day. 


Such are some of the principal items that we, as the 
leading political representative of the people of our 
country, must, in practical ways, put on the South 
African agenda. 


Out of this perspective must derive a programme of 
transformation which recognises both the urgent need 
to address all these issues and the resource constraints 
which might limit our capacity to realise the objectives 
we set ourselves. 


The order of the day 


In this context, let us therefore indicate some of the 
specific tasks we must aim to achieve during this, the 
84th anniversary of our movement. 


We have already dealt with the issue of the completion 
of the Constitution. It will therefore be the responsibility 
of the relevant organs of our movement to make certain 
that they position themselves in a manner which will 
ensure that our objectives with regard to the new 
Constitution are realised. In this regard, we would 
like to reiterate our call to the IFP [Inkatha Freedom 
Party] to return to the Constitutional Assembly [CA], 
unconditionally. We must emphasise the point that the 
CA is a democratically elected body, mandated by the 
people to draft and adopt a new constitution. 


The CA is therefore the only route available to all the 
political formations in our country, without exception, 
and to our people in general, to advance their constitu- 
tional objectives and to contribute to the constitutional 
future of our country. 


Furthermore, we want to advise the traditional leaders in 
our country to abandon the illusion that there can ever 
emerge a constitutional settlement which grants them 
powers that would compromise the fundamental objec- 
tive of a genuine democracy in which the legislature 
and the executive at ail levels are made up essentially 
of elected representatives. 


We believe that the present constitution has adequate 
provisions to address the question of the role of tradi- 
tional leaders. We accept that these provisions should 
be carried over into the new constitution. 
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Those who entertain the idea of the establishment of 
regions based on race or ethnicity should also reconsider 
their position. The protection of the cultural, language 
and other rights of all our national groups is fundamental 
to our Own perspective. 


We need to sit down to discuss and agree on how the 
exercise of these rights can be ensured and protected 
from being undermined by any arbitrary actions of the 
government of the day. 


The idea that the future of any national group would 
best be secured by the establishment of an ethnic state 
ignores the fact that it was precisely this apartheid 
“solution” that led to the conflict which the democratic 
settlement seeks to end. 


The Truth and Reconciliation Commission has now 
been established. It will be important that the Commis- 
sion strives to complete its work as speedily as possible, 
without sacrificing the objective of establishing the truth 
about gross human rights violations of the past. 


As a movement we are committed to contributing what 
we Can to ensure that the Commission also achieves its 
goals both of exposing the truth so that such human 
rights violations do not recur and contributing to the 
process of reconciliation among the forces engaged in a 
life-and-death struggle, the one to defend the system of 
apartheid and the other, to secure our national liberation. 


Vengeance is not our goal. The building of a new nation 
at peace with itself because it is reconciled with its past, 
is our objective. Let us all therefore tell the truth that 
has to be told, and thus become architects of the new 
order of respect for the life, the dignity and the rights 
of every citizen. 


The third important political challenge we face this 
year is to secure a decisive victory for the genuinely 
democratic forces in the Local Government elections 
that will be held in KwaZulu/Natal and the Cape Town 
metropole, in the same way we did in the national, 
provincial and local elections. 


This victory, for which we must work very hard, will be 
vital in terms of the rejection by all our people of the 
ethnic and racial agendas which some political forces 
in our country continue (o pursue, a further impulse 
towards the creation of a non-racial society. 


It will also serve as an affirmation of the commitment 
of these masses to the vision we have put forward, of 
the fundamental reconstruction and development of our 
country in the interest of all its people and of ensuring 
that power truly resides in the hands of the people. 


As a movement, we commit ourselves to continue to 
conduct our election campaign as we have done before, 
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without resort to violence and intimidation. We call on 
other parties thus to commit themselves as we do, in 
both word and deed. 


Furthermore, we must ensure that the people themselves 
take up the struggle for an end to violence and the 
creation of a climate conducive to free political activity, 
especially in KwaZulu/Natal. 


For its part, the government will have to discharge 
its responsibility to ensure that the forthcoming local 
government elections are conducted in conditions of 
peace and stability, so that they are indeed free and 
fair. 

Government will also have to take additional steps 
further to expedite economic growth and development, 
among other things to address the challenge to create 
new jobs and new wealth that would improve the 
standard of living and the quality of life of our people. 


In this regard, we, together with our allies and the rest 
of the democratic movement, must continue to grapple 
with the issues of the restructuring of state assets, the 
reorganisation of the public service and the redirection 
of public expenditure to focus on the development 
needs of our country and people, while maintaining the 
necessary fiscal discipline. 


Our approach to all these matters will continue to be 
informed by our pursuit of the objectives contained 
in the Reconstruction and Development Programme. 
About this there can be no equivocation. 


Our approach will also continue to be informed by the 
reality that that programme, and life itself, demand that 
we indeed change what we have inherited from the 
apartheid system (o serve the interests of the people as 
a whole. 


It cannot be in the interest of the democratic movement 
or consistent with the new South Africa that we are 
struggling to create, for us to be satisfied merely to 
tinker with the apartheid heritage rather than boldly 
to restructure it in a manner consistent with serving 
the objective of a better life for all. The democratic 
movement must engage all these matters expeditiously. 
We must ensure that we act as a united force on 
these issues which stand at the centre of the battle 
for the modernisation and restructuring of the South 
African economy and decisively improving the delivery 
of affordable services to the people. 


This year new steps will also have to be taken to im- 
prove the rate of investment in the social infrastructure, 
including housing, communication, education, health, 
water and sanitation.

In this regard, all structures of our movement should 
gear themselves to assist in these development processes 
especially in the coniext of the Masakha’ > [mutual 
construction] Campaign. 


We must spread the understanding among the people 
that they themselves are vital participants in develop- 
ment and not mere recipients of goods and services from 
State organs from which they are alienated. 


In as much as the people took many initiatives directly 
to participate in the struggle for their own liberation, 
sO must they now again take the initiative as the 
Owners and activists of the process of reconstruction 
and development. 


The Masakhane Campaign, conducted at the grassroot 
level, must therefore aim to encourage and secure this 
popular participation in development. As part of this 
process, our formations must then also link up and 
work with the democratically elected structures and 
representatives at the local government level. 


As part of our offensive to ensure popular participation 
in development, it is also important that we continue to 
secure the involvement of community-based and non- 
governmental organisations. 


We ourselves must work with these organisations, pro- 
vided they are genuinely committed to the promotion 
of the objectives stated in the national vision or recon- 
struction and development and, in practice, carry out 
programmes which actually help to empower the people 
and improve their lives. Similarly, as a movement, we 
must seriously take on board the challenge of opening 
up the economy to allow for entry into the economy 
both of small and medium business, especially black 
business, as well as international investors. 


This is critical to the objective of achieving modernisa- 
tion and expansion of the economy, international com- 
petitiveness and job creation. 


Among other things, this will require the strengthening 
of anti-monopoly and anti-trust legislation and measures 
as well as practical steps to facilitate the growth of 
micro, small and medium business. 


In this regard we must expect that vested interests will 
wage an ideological struggle intended to protect the 
Status quo by arguing that these matters should be left 
to the “market”, with minimal state intervention. 


The reality however is that this market, left to its 
own devices, can only work in a manner that further 
perpetuates the structural problems that limit growth, 
equity, innovation, diversification and competitiveness. 
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On the broader social plane, we must activate all our 
structures to join in the crusade against crime in all its 
forms, focusing on the concept of “the people united 
against crime and violence”. 


In particular, we must ensure that all communities are 
mobilised to join hands with the police service in their 
difficult fight against crime while our own structures, 
from the branch upwards, make this a permanent feature 
on their agenda. 


In the same way as we brought an end to the apartheid 
crime against humanity in struggle, so must we, through 
united struggle, clear our society of the criminals who, 
among other things, continue to terrorise all our people 
and rob the state of its much needed revenues. 


There are elements within our society who have not yet 
come to terms with the permanence of the democratic 
settlement and that the black majority will, together 
with its white compatriots, participate in the democratic 
process of determining the destiny of our country. 


These forces continue to hope for a situation in which 
the most backward political forces in our country would 
regain the positions they have lost. 


To achieve this goal, they are prepared to e all 
means at their disposal including murder, subv rsion 
and disinformation. Indeed we must expect that as 
the process of transformation deepens so will their 
resistance get more desperate. 


Their principal objective is to weaken and destroy the 
ANC in particular and the democratic movement in 
general, at all costs, and to turn the people against our 
movement. 


They also aim to create as many obstacles as they can 
to ensure that the new government is not able to effect 
the social and other changes to which it is committed. 


This situation calls for maximum vigilance throughout 
our ranks, in defence both of the principled unity of 
the movement and its organised capacity to discharge 
its responsibilities to the nation. It also demands of our 
members that they act in a disciplined manner, loyal to 
the constitution and the policies of our organisation. 


This we must inscribe on our banners that through 
vigilance and discipline we will defeat the forces of 
counter-revolution! 


Mobilise the people 


The practical programmes we have to carry out this year 
emphasise the importance of the mobilisation of our 
people to continue the struggle for democracy, peace 
and development. In this regard, we must educate the 
people to treat the state as their own, an instrument in 
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their hands in the common effort to achieve a better life 
for all on a sustainable basis. 


We must discourage the notion that the stale is a 
social organism from which the people are necessarily 
alienated and towards which they stand in political 
Opposition or from which they passively wait for 
entilements. 


We must not underestimate the challenges that face us 
in effecting the transition from a resistance movement 
to the leader of a complex process and the fundamental 
transformation of our country. 


History has now charged us with the responsibility of 
pursuing the democratic revolution in conditions where 
much of political power is in the hands of the people.

It is only in this way that we can ensure our cohesion 
and guarantee ourselves the capacity to lead our country 
as a whole, fully conscious of the fact that outside of 
the democratic movement, no other force exists in our 
country which can carry through a genuinely people- 
centred programme of fundamental transformation.

NIA, Police Reportedly in Power Struggle

ruption several months ago has led to Deputy President 
Thabo Mbeki having to step in to mediate in the public 
row between the country’s intelligence agency and the 
South African Police Service (SAPS). 


Frantic attempts are being made to prevent the cracks 
developing into a unbridgeable gulf. But, despite 
avowals of unity and brotherhood, deep-rooted ani- 
mosity has shone through in the exchange of words 
between South Africa's Deputy Intelligence Minis- 
ter Joe Nhianhla and National Police Commissioner 
George Fivaz. 


Last week, Spectrum, the investigative unit of Inde- 
pendent Newspapers, revealed that the top structure of 
the SAPS had been placed under electronic and other 
surveillance. Fivaz, when approached by Spectrum, con- 
firmed that when the secretary of the Police Manage- 
ment Forum — where the most sensitive issues are aired 
— reported a fault in his home phone service, Telkom 
[Telecommunications Corporation] discovered a bug. In 
the wake of this discovery at least three provincial com- 
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missioners reported that they too had been under surveil- 
lance. One of them was Gauteng’s Sharma Maharaj. 


So seriously did Fivaz regard this, that he was compelled 
to warn the management forum of the SAPS to take 
every precaution in the face of “evidence of sustained 
and systematic surveillance’. 


What incensed both the NIA [Natonal Intelligence 
Agency] and the ANC was not so much that the coun- 
try’s top policemen were being bugged, but speculation 
that one of the country’s spy agencies, possibly the NIA, 
could be responsible. 


Both attacked Spectrum and suggested that there was a 
Sinister motive either behind the report or from those 
who had supplied the information. In a long statement 
NIA kept demanding to know how the report could 
possibly have linked it to the bugging. It also wanted to 
know if Spectrum had carried out a proper investigation 
into the allegations. 


The answer to all these questions is s:mple. Spectrum 
had been told by sources that former Vlakplaas com- 
mander, Dirk Coetzee, who led the police death squads 
in the ‘80s, had been ordered to spy on the top police 
hierarchy. 


Spectrum put this allegation to Commissioner Fivaz 
who gave a categorical confirmation that Coetzee, 
during questioning about one of his murders, had told 
a senior police officer that NIA had given him these 
specific orders. 


In other words, the connection between the bugging and 
NIA came not from a secret, unnamed or sinister source 
but openly from South Africa’s top policeman, an officer 
appointed by President Mandela himself. 


Coetzee himself denied to Spectrum that he had received 
these orders and NIA stated simply that it had not 
instructed him to investigate the top structure of the 
police. 


Conveniently, in trying to paper over the cracks, neither 
the ANC nor NIA attempt to deal with the fact that the 
police commissioner himself accuses Coetzee. 


So we are left with a disturbing choice: either one 
of NIA’s leading operatives, a self-confessed killer for 
apartheid, or a senior police officer, an appointment of 
the “new” South Africa: with a blemish-free record, is 
lying. And that is something neither the ANC nor NIA 
can gloss over. 


Anger over suspicions that there ts rivalry or even ani- 
mosity between security agencies is understandabie...but 


perhaps naive. 
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Inter-agency snooping, whether in the United States, 
Britain, the Soviet Union, or here is almost as old as 
spying itself. J Edgar Hoover of the FBI even had 
his men spy on American president J F Kennedy, the 
country’s own commander-in-chief. 


According to expert Mark Shaw of the Cent?e for 
Policy Studies “competition and ‘turf wars’ between 
intelligence agencies has been characteristic of national 
intelligence functions in South Africa and worldwide”. 


So what lies behind the row, which has necessitated a 
top-level meeting this week between the ministers and 
directors-general of the Government's security depart- 
ments and compelled Parliament's joint standing com- 
mittee on intelligence to launch its own investigation 
into the allegations? 


Whatever the truth, one thing is certain: the bugging 
was Carried out by a sophisticated team and not with the 
equipment used to spy on errant wives and husbands. 


The major question is why the NIA would want to spy 
on the country’s top and most trusted policemen. 


Speculation exists Uiat the NIA may have every reason 
to want to — or have to — keep a check on top officers 
in the police and the military for fear of defections or 
inside aid to disaffected extremists from both the Left 
and the Right. 


In an interview last year, Nhlanhla said: “What poses 
the greatest danger is the continued existence of private 
armies in certain parts of the country, whether in small 
or big groups.” 

Furthermore, Spectrum understands that concerns re- 
main in intelligence circles about possible Third Force 
activities and how those involved may use their past 
contacts still in Government to advance their causes. 


But if this is the case, it is unthinkable that the NIA 
should spy on Mandela appointees, like Fivaz. The 
commissioner himself has said: “It is difficult to believe 
that any South African intelligence agency would target 
new and legitimate SAPS structures... If, indeed, this 
had or is being done by an official South African 
agency, then it must be condemned in the strongest 
possible terms as unconstitutional interference in the 
police functions.” 

However, counter-speculation has it that there may be 
more to it than just issues of national security. These 
sources say rampant “intelligence imperialism” is the 
catalyst which led to last week's bugging expose. 

“It is a power struggle,” said an insider. “The Right is 
no internal threat. What National Intelligence wants 1s 
a new role. They want to become involved in fighting 
crime. 
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“But this would be disastrous because in the past the 
combination of intelligence and policing led to the 
biggest discrediting of our security services. 


"The police now want to stay out of politics — and 
policing from the shadows. It doesn’t want, in any form, 
a repeat of the Security Police situation where the tail 
wagged the dog.” 


Thes: sources said intelligence ran completely contrary 
to community policing. Fears were now profound that 
the police’s hard-won credibility could be ruined by 
the inclusion of shadowy agents, so reminiscent of the 
secretive past. 


“Before you know it, intelligence is looking not after 
the interests of the country, but their own.” 


However, with no Total Onslaught to ward off any 
more, what exactly is the role South Africa’s newly 
merged Intelligence Service is supposed to play in a 
democratic country? 


In the White Paper on Intelligence, it is stated that the 
mission of the domestic intelligence service “will be 
to conduct security intelligence within the borders of 
the Republic of South Africa in order to protect the 
constitution. The overall aim shall be to ensure the 
security and stability of the state and the safety and 
wellbeing of its ciuzens”. 


Shaw cautioned, however, that “the scope of intelligence 
activity could become too wide; any issues perceived to 
be threatening to the State would be allowed to fall into 
the ambit of intelligence activities”. 


But last week, Nhlanhla said the intelligence ministry 
“pledges to continue in its efforts to ensure that all 
covert, dirty tncks and misinformation structures di- 
rected against South Africa’s new democratic order and 
against the efforts of the people of this country to be- 
come a united, prosperous and secure nation be disman- 
tled and exposed without favour or fear”.

No doubt the public face will be one of unity, just as it 
was during the days of bitter rivalry between apartheid’ s 
security forces. But, unless every aspect of the scandal 
— from Dirk Coetzee’s alleged orders, to who did the 
bugging, to NIA’s criticism of the police — is cleared 
up publicly, suspicions will remain.

political circles — spoke to Spectrum, the investigative 
unit of Independent Newspapers, on condition that 
neither he nor the agency he headed would be identified 
at this stage. 


He stated that, already in De Klerk’s era, certain politi- 
cians had discovered bugs on their telephones and in 
their homes. "Already, at that stage, NI was also spread- 
ing false information about certain politicians with the 
specific purpose to discredit them,” he said. “Among the 
trumped-up charges they levelled against people were 
that they were working for a foreign intelligence service 
and were being financed to achieve certain objectives or 
that they were engaged in subversive activities.” 


The source said this had continued under the new Gov- 
ernment. “There are political leaders who are currently 
being watched by teams of agents from NI,” he said. 
The namv:s of some of these intelligence targets were 
disclosed to Spectrum. 


"There have also been incidents in which NI agents 
identified themselves with agency identification cards to 
people associated to certain politicians before proceed- 
ing to spread disinformation calculated to cause damage 
to those people,” he added. 


“On further investigation, it would usually emerge that 
the agents had used false names. It is known that NI 
agents usually make use of false identities or military 
ranks.” 


According to the source, the surveillance equipment 
being used included both microphones using powerlines 
as conduits, as well as telephone bugging equipment. 
especially those linked to satellite lines and automatic 
exchanges. 
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"Spying has become so sophisticated that most of 
the surveillance could be done illegally,” the former 
intelligence chief told Spectrum. 


He added he believed that surveillance of private South 
African citizens had increased considerably of late as a 
direct result of the considerable manpower expansion of 
the newly integrated NIA’s counter-intelligence depart- 
ment. “And I accept that — as in the past — some of 
the surveillance is happening illegally,” te added. 


"NI will undoubtedly put under surveillance aay person 
who meets the following requirements: somebody who 
is a prominent leader and has leadership quaiities; who 
has a following; who has the potential for vioient resis- 
tance; and who is being regarded by the Government as 
a highly dangerous political opponent.”

Ngubane and Powell 
narrowly escaped death on Sunday when a convoy was 
ambushed in KwaThunzi on the KwaZulu/Natal South 
Coast. The IFP blamed ANC self-defence units for the 
ambush. 


However, Mchunu alleged the IFP had provoked the 
violence by threatening that people who did not attend 
the meeting that was to be addressed by Ngubane and 
Powell would be attacked and their houses burnt. He 
said occupants of cars in the IFP convoy had shot at 
local residents. 


According to Mchunu, the IFP had sought to impose the 
meeting on the community. 


In a separate statement ANC KwaZulw/Natal spokesman 
Dumisani Makhaye condemned what he termed selec- 
tive searching of mourners, after buses carrying ANC 
supporters were inspected on Saturday on their way to 
the funeral for victims of the Shobashobane massacre. 


“The ANC now demands that all IFP rallies and those 
of non-Africans are also searched for illegal weapons,” 
said Makhaye.

"But here we still depended a great deal on confessions,” 
Mbeki said. “The temptation, of course, then was to 
beat the he:! out of somebody so that he confesses. If 
you are denied that possibility, you have to be a better 
detective.” 


This meant better traiuing was required. 


Mbeki said a lack of resources was ancther problem. 
The police in KwaZulu/Natal had, for example, only 
three helicopters to cover vast rural areas not easily 
accessible by road. 


“We clearly need to borrow more helicopters from the 
defence force.”

The outcome of this would be discussed at 
an urgent meeting of the FF’s federal council executive 
next week, after which the matter would be put before a 
special federai council meeting on January 27. Mulder 
said the issue was at present the topic of delicate 
negotiations with the ANC. The two parties had had 
three meetings on the matter in December, resulting 
in the FF submitting practical proposals to the ANC. 
"The ANC undertook to respond and we are awaiting 
their reaction,” Mulder said. “Against this background 
we were upset by the president and Mbeki's recent 
statements.” 


In response to enquiries to Mbeki's office and the ANC, 
the FF had been told the two men’s statements were not 
an Official response to the party's volkstaat proposals, 
Mulder said. “They said the president's utterances were 
a reference to Inkatha, while Mbeki had merely been 
stating ANC policy.” 


“The explanation is unfortunately not completely ac- 
ceptable to us,” Mulder said. “To us the statements still 
look like the beginning of an answer.” 


The ANC should again look at the FF's proposals, 
which did not boil down to a racist apartheid state. “Mr 
Mandela challenges Afrikaners to make a contribution 
to reconciliation,” Mulder said. “The FF accepts that 
challenge ... but surely there must no doubt in anybody's 
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mind that we can only do that if self-determination as 
we see it ... is addressed by the ANC.”

The Volkstaat Council has been set up in terms of the 
constitution to make recommendations to Cie Constitu- 
tional Assembly on how Afrikaner self-determination 
can be achieved. Wingard said research by the coun- 
cil had shown the Afrikaners’ ideal of an autonomous 
territory would only grow stronger. “Our finding is that 
neither the present nor any future government will be 
able to stop this ideal.” 


Wingard said bilateral talks on the matter would resume 
soon and the council would produce two reports on 
self-determination within the next three months. “These 
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will be conveyed to interested parties so that a sensible 
settiement can be reached." 


Afrikaners Said ‘Not as Rigid’ on Homeland

Africa, as preached by the Conservative Party [CP], 
Herstigte Nasionale [Reformed National] Party [HNP] 
and Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging [Resistance Move- 
ment — AWB), is destined for the scrap heap of history. 


In some political quarters it has already been suggested 
that the only political organisations that will survive 
will have to realign themselves with the politics of 
moderation and reality. 


Whether groupings like the AWB, CP and HNP are 
capable of making adjustments to fit into the new 
scheme of things, is difficult to foretell. 


The ideal of Afrikaners to have their own homeland has 
now been taken to the centre of the pclitical scene by 
the Freedom Front [FF] under the leadership of the more 
tactical General Constand Viljoen. 


Even President Nelson Mandela is on record as saying 
he is prepared to engage Viljoen on the demand for a 
volkstaat [Afrikaner homeland], even though he does 
not see how such a state can exist in a country that 
subscribes to non-racialism. 


While both the CP and the AWB may view Viljoen 
as selling out. the reality is that more Afrikaners are 
expressing confidence in him. 


Could it be that CP leader Ferdi Hartzenberg was able 
to read the writing on the wall, and made a quick 
reassessment of its non-participation in the electoral 
process? 


The CP did not participate in the first democratic 
election in 1994. It said the elections undermined the 
self-determination of Afrikaner people and vowed never 
to be part of a process conceived by the “communist- 
inspired African National Congress”. 


However, reality may have dawned on the CP. How 
else does one explain the sudden change of tune, which 
allowed them to participate in the local government 
elections last November? 


The CP's dismal performance in those elections seem 
to be an indication that the Afrikaners are not as rigid 
on the philosophy of self-determination . 


is prohibited without permission of the copynght owners. 
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The CP won only 46 seats nationally and has a 0.63 
percent representation in municipal government. By 
comparison, the FF won 141 seats, giving it a 1.93 
percent representation. Through its performance, the FF 
has consolidated the strength it gained in the April 1994 
national elections. Although the FF is a relatively new 
party, it did even better than the Pan-A fricanist Congress 
in the national polls. 


As for the HNP, there can be no doubt it is a spent force. 
Indeed, the Jaap Marais-led party had been tottering 
on the verge of political extinction long before the 
Government of National Unity came into being. 


A cursory glance at newspaper clippings shows that 
very little is being written about the HNP. Politically, 
Marais is a forgotten man, having been overtaken by 
the democracy which began unfolding around the early 
1990s. 


As long as he continues to dream about the Afrikaner 
ever again enjoying political control, the more he will 
remain marginalised.: 


The loss of Afrikaner political power, especially at 
municipal level, has also put paid to the ultra-right 
movement. The small power bese these organisations 
enjoyed on the platteland (countryside) has been eroded 
following the ANC’s landslide victory in the local 
government elections. 


Even the CP is not able to deal with the new political 
situation and is still clinging to the old separatist 
mentality. Early last year, Hartzenberg stated he did 
not believe the non-racial municipal government would 
work. "While we will pa: cicipate in the local government 
elections, we will still fight for separate municipalities,” 
he said. 

It seems both the CP and HNP are living on borrowed 
political time, and may discover that the country’s 
political landscape has changed so much that they have 
no role to play. 


As for the AWB and its leader Eugene Terreblanche, 
their future can only be described as bleak. Early last 
year the AWB leader made submissions to Parliament 
in which he pleaded almost cap in hand for the cut- 
off date for political crimes to be extended to May 10 
1994, the date on which Mandela was inaugurated as 
President. 


Although humiliated to be talking to the ANC-led Gov- 
ernment, and the people he describes as “terrorists” and 
“communists,” Terreblanche was nonetheless prepared 
to make his point. In address to Parliament TerreBlanche 
said: “Let the [incomplete report as published) 
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ANC Criticizes Organizers of Afrikaner Meeting

The organisers of an Afrikaner mass meeting in Pretoria 
on Saturday were trying to drag Afrikaners back into the 
dark days of apartheid, the African National Congress 
said on Tuesday. 


In a statement in Johannesburg it accused the organising 
body, the Foundation for Equality before the Law, 
of spreading lies about the Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission and the government's language policy. 


The foundation was set up in November last year to 
mobilise support against what it described as the ANC’s 
infringement of basic Afrikaner rights. It also insists on 
equality before the Truth Commission. 


Saturday’s mass meeting at Pioneers’ Museum in Sil- 
verton, Pretoria, is expected to be attended by members 
of se: ral political parties and Afrikaner organisations. 
Many former members of the old South African De- 
fence Force ([SADF] will reportedly also be present. 


The ANC rejected assertions that everybody who had 
been conscripted into the SADF should fear facing 
public humiliation before the Truth Commission, saying 
the body would deal only with gross human rights 
violations. 

"It is interesting that some of the leading figures in the 
foundation have been accused as persons who have been 
involved in exactly such gross human rights abuses,” the 
ANC said. 


"Their almost panic-stricken reaction to the Truth Com- 
mission gives credence to these allegations, and makes 
one wonder what they fear.” 


The ANC expressed disdain for what it said was Deputy 
President F W de Klerk’s apparent backing of the 
foundation. 

“If this is indeed true, it will unfortunately be consistent 
with the sad lack of backbone and moral courage that 
have become characteristic of his weak leadership of the 
National Party (NP}.” 

De Klerk should clarify his position and that of his party, 
the ANC said. 


Comment by De Klerk could not be immediately 
obtained as he was on leave, his spokesman said. 


Former police commissioner Gen Johan van der Merwe, 
a member of the foundation's executive committee, told 
SAPA in Pretoria the organisers had not approached any 


political party leader for support.

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"Our meeting is not about party politics, but is purely 
an effort by interest groups intent on insisting that 
their rights outlined in the transitional constitution be 
respected,” Van der Merwe said. 


"We did make a general call on political parties to back 
us, and we will be able to count on the support of the 
NP, the Conservative Party and the Freedom Front on 
Saturday.” 


The Transvaal Agricultural Union [TAU] this week 
came out in support of Saturday’s meeting, calling on 
farmers to attend. 


The Herstigte Nasionale Party (Reformed National 
Party, HNP] said in a statement it had been deliberately 
excluded from the mass meeting. 


"This creates the suspicion...that the event is an attempt 
to counter the HNP’s growing support,” leader Jaap 
Marais said. 

Van der Merwe said the HNP reaction was a misunder- 
standing as members of all political parties were wel- 
come to attend. At least 2,000 people were expected to 
turn up, Van der Merwe said. 


The ANC predicted the organisers would not get nearly 
as much support as they claimed to have. 


"The foundation apparently consists of a motley crew 
of ex-politicians and retired civil servants...and it is 
doubtful whether these persons still have any significant 
influence,” the ANC said. 


Mem ers of the foundation's executive committee in- 
clude iormer health minister Dr Rina Venter, former se- 
nior Arn. cor [Armaments Corporation of South Africa] 
official Johon van Vuuren, former police commissioner 
Gen Mike Geldenhuys, TAU president Dries Bruwer 
and Junior Rapportryers (Dispatch Riders] president Dr 
Theo de Jager. 


A spokesman for De Klerk later said he did not regard 
the meeting as a party political matter, and he would 
therefore not comment. 


But the National Party said the ANC’s statement on 
the proposed protest action was further proof that the 
ANC distorted the truth, had double standards and was 
intolerant. 


NP executive director Fanus Schoeman in a statement 
said it was not true that the foundation was initiated 
by De Klerk or the NP. Schoeman also said the ANC 
“surely does not have sole right to protest actions”. 


If other sections of society felt strongly about certain 
issues and wanted to protest peacefully, it was their 
right. 
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"The ANC should clean their own house before making 
unfounded and vicious allegations against the NP and 
its national leader."

ANC To Vacate Shell House Within 2 Months

House headquarters in central Johannesburg and move 
into other premises in the city centre within the next 
two months. 


Deputy President Thabo Mbeki told a media briefing 
at the Union Buildings in Pretoria yesterday that the 
22-storey headquarters was too big for the organisation 
which he said was not in a financial crisis but “that does 
not mean we afe super-rich”. 


Late in 1994 the ANC let some of the building's offices 
to other tenants when dozens of senior cadres moved 
out to take their places in elected structures after the 
April 1994 election. 


The ANC bought the 16,000sq m, building from the 
Shell Pension Fund in early 1991 for an undisclosed 
sum. The building was said to be worth about R20- 
million (rands). 


ANC spokesman Ronnie Mamoepa said the organisa- 
tion would make the move in March or April. The ANC 
wanted to move into other premises in central Johannes- 
burg to show its confidence in the city centre. 


Mbeki confirmed that a weekend report detailing organ- 
isational and administrative problems within the ANC

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was “not incorrect” and said the functioning of the or- 
ganisation as a whole was being re-examined. 


About 100 regional executives were being established 
to deal with the branches below them. These regional 
executives had been equipped with offices and vehicles 
and were to undertake the task of reorganising the ANC 
at branch level. 


He denied that there had been a dramatic fall-off in 
ANC membership which the report said had fallen from 
about 369,000 a year ago to 250,000 today and said the 
absence of branch treasurers meant membership fees 
were not being collected and membership was therefore 
falling. 


Buthelezi Says Illegal Immigration Worsening

The problem of aliens entering South Africa illegally 
was getting worse, Home Affairs Minister Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi said in Pretoria on Tuesday. 

He told reporters the issue of a possible moratorium on 
the repatriation of illegal aliens from Mozambique had 
not yet been resolved. 


“The matter is now before the Cabinet,” Buthelezi said. 
"I, with my department, did say we were very reluctant 
to relax repatriation because the problem is getting far 
worse than it should be.” 


Asked about the overall picture, he said: "It is definitely 
getting worse.” 

Buthelezi earlier met Uniied States Drug Enforcement 
Agency head Thomas Constantine to exchange views 
on border control problems. Asst police commissioner 
of organised crime Neels Venter also attended. 


Buthelezi said a team of several South African gov- 
ernment departments would visit the U.S. this month to 
study methods used by that country to curb cross-border 
drug trafficking and the related problem of illegal im- 
migration. 

The group, including a Home Affairs official and 
members of the South African National Defence Force 
and South African Police Service, would spend about 
10 days in the US. 


Buthelezi said the U.S. had extensive experience with 
illegal immigration from Mexico. 

“There is a lot we can learn from them to equip our own 
people to deal better with this problem.” 


Constantine said the combination of drug smuggling and 
illegal immigration across the 1,600km U.S. border with 
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Mexico was the source of about 75 percent of cocaine 
entering the country. 


"So, the immigration service in our country has been 
doubled over the last three or four years,” he said. “That 
has been done in the face of government retrenching in 
many areas. In our country illegal immigration is seen 
by our public as a major problem and a major threat.” 


Modise Says Country ‘Virtually Powerless’

Africa's [SA) defence budget in the past six years have 
left the country virtually powerless to deter attacks, says 
Defence Minister Mr Joe Modise. 


Interviewed in the latest Jane's Defence Weekly, the 
minister said SA's defence resources were completely 
inadequate. "Our ships are obsolete and we have no 
long-range patrol aircraft,” he said. 


This meant SA, as the major force in the new Associa- 
tion of Southern African States, was unable to help other 
nations in the region protect their coasts. “They come 
to us asking for support and assistance. They complain 
that the marine life in their waters is being plundered 
by foreign ships. They are not even talking about secu- 
rity problems or some future military threat,” said Mr 
Modise, who chairs the Inter-State Defence and Secu- 
rity Committee. 


If SA lost its deterrence capability, the country would 
“face the risk of being exposed to any destabilisation’, 
he said. 

“Although we are not as hard hit as Angola and 
Mozambique, SA is not yet stable. We still have troops 
deployed in KwaZulu/Natal and Gauteng to support the 
police.” 

Gun-running, cross-border crime, drugs smuggling and 
illegal immigration also contributed to the region's 
instability, he said. 

In the long term, he said, he hoped the region would 
develop a joint defence capability. “It is in our interests 
to pool our defence resources. Stability will only come 
with the growth of each country’s financial resources.”

Molefe and his delegation, including finance MEC 
(Member of the Executive Council] Martin Kuscus, will 
be joined later by the MECs for local government and 
transport and several businessmen. They wi!! visit Hous- 
ton, Washington, New Jersey and Philadelphia, where 
the premier will study a short course in economics and 
management at the Wharton School of Economics. 


The delegation will also attend a commemoration ser- 
vice for civil ri7hts leader Martin Luther King. 


Public Works MEC Zacharia Tolo will be acting pre- 
mier until January 30, when Molefe returns.

Often, the majority party 
plays what one could describe as a vicarious role that 
is normally played by the opposition. So, some quarters 
say the majority party's bench is the main opposition 
to government. Although that is far from the truth, the 
fact is that in line with their mandate, the majority MP's 
— and I believe the same applies to the opposition par- 
ties — regard themselves not only as representatives of 
their parties, but also primarily as representatives of the 
people.” 

Franca van Dunem told President Mario Soares and his 
delegation that Angola will find the right way, juct like 
rivers that flow into the sea, despite obstacles along ti" 
courses.

Mugabe Comments on Difficulties With IMF

In an interview published on Sunday in the state- 
controlled SUNDAY MAIL newspaper, Mugabe re- 
counted the government's first clash with the powerful 
multilateral institution in 1984. 


“We started (borrowing from the IMF) again, aud we are 
now at a stage were we are different. They want us to 
cut our budget radically in circumstances of hardship,” 
he said. 

In September the IMF cancelled a US$60 million 
tranche of a loan when the government failed to meet 
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targets set by the bank to cut rampant spending that was 
responsible for its budget deficit doubling the targeted 
6.5 per cent Zimbabwe was given six months to remedy 
the situation to qualify for a resumption of lending. 


An IMF team is expected in the country this month 
to review Zimbabwe's application for finance, and 
economists say Mugabe’s admission is an indication that 
Zimbabwe is set to be rejected by the IMF again, at a 
time when the stricken economy is desperate both for 
reforms and for funding from the IMF. 


If Zimbabwe fails, they add, it is highly likely that other 
financial institutions will also stop financial support. 
Relations with the IMF, severed in 1984 with the 
cancellation of a loan of about US$120 million when 
the government overran the budget deficit because 
Mugabe insisted on maintaining heavy spending on 
health and education as part of the country’s post-war 
reconstruction programme, were restored three years 
ago. 


But failure by the government to trim spending has 
strained relations with the IMF again, and twice last 


year lending was interrupted. 


In a defiant tone, Mugabe said in the newspaper 
interview that the country had suffered badly from th. 
last years of incessant drought and that the IMF “shou id 


He said he agreed with the IMF that the civil service 
needed to be cut, but that retrenchment had to be 
gradual, and that rehabilitation programmes should be 
set up for the now-jobless former state employees. 


“But they (the IMF) said, no, retrench. Your budget 
deficit must go down radically,” Mugabe said. 


“(Words indistinct] the IMF line is reminiscent of 
Zambia's ex-president Kenneth Kaunda who repeatedly 
aboried IMF reform programmes when austerity mea- 
sures threatened his regime's popularity, and Zambia 
was cut off from finance and plunged deeper into cco- 
nomic disaster. 


Mugabe was also angrily critical of the reckless” selling 
off of state shareholdings to foreign companies, and said 
he had insisted that they be sold to black Zimbabweans 
instead. 


Last year, the government had its majority equity in 
Delta Corporation, the biggest company in the country, 
whittled down to 11 per cent when, also following IMF 
guidelines to cut its heavy control over the economy, 
the shares were sold. 


About half of them were sold abroad, with a major 
chunk going back to South African Breweries, which 
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sold its controlling interest to the government in the 
early eighties. 

Government officials had wanted to get rid of the 
remaining 11 per cent, he said, without government's 
permission. 

"I was very angry with those who wanted to do so. It's 
terrible,” he said, and expressed surprise that no action 
had been taken against the civil servants who "just want 
to sell so they can balance their own books.” 


He said steps were being taken “to ensure that this does 
not happen again,” and that ownership was passed only 
to “Africans.” 

He said the key issue was not whether state corporations 
being commercialised could be viable, but “empower- 
ment of the people.” 


He was quoted as saying that if state-owned shares were 
put on the market again, they would be bought up by 
whites who dominated the economy. He said that the 
government “shall not allow a single parastatal (state- 
owned company) to go in a manner that is reckless.” 


Mugabe Vows To Seize White-Owned Farms

Mugabe's attempts to effect equitable distribution of 
farm land which has about 4,000 commercial farming 
families, most of them whites prospering on extensive 
estates while nearly a million peasant farmers strug- 
gle for subsistence on tiny, overworked plois in over- 
crowded commung! lands, have been frustrated by con- 
troversy since independence in 1980. 


In 1991 legislation was introduced that allowed the 
government to seize farms without paying for them, and 
removing the landowner’s right to take the government 
to court. However it was followed by revelations that 
Mugabe's “revolutionary land policy” had been used by 
top party officials to rent productive commercial farms, 
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instead of resettling peasant farmers the law was meant 
to benefit. 


Ironically, the independent SUNDAY GAZETTE news- 
paper on Sunday reported two years after Mugabe had 
ordered the cancellation of the leases held by party offi- 
cials of farms bought by the state for resettling peasants, 
Perence Shiri, a ruling ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African 
National Union-Patriotic Front] central committee mem- 
ber, was still on the 2,800 hectare farm he took over 
after the government bought it in 1993. 


The GAZETTE quoted Lands Minister Kumbirai Kan- 
gai as saying the lease had been cancelled, and applica- 
tions for the lease were then publicly advertised for, to 
avoid allegations that the farm had been unfairly allo- 
cated. 


Kangai said Shiri had put forward “the most successful 
application” out of a total of 3,000 would-be farmers 
who wanted Ruia Falls farm in the fertile Bindura 
district north of Harare. 


Shiri, the country’s first black air force commander, 
was in charge of the notorious Fifth Brigade of the 
Zimbabwe army that was blamed for the murder of 
hundreds of Ndebele civilians in the western province 
of Matabeleland in the early eighties.

Mugabe's candidacy was a foregone conclusion, given 
the eclipse of any possible rivals within his own ruling 
ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African National Union-Patriotic 
Front] party. The succession issue had been placed on 
the agenda of a recent national party conference but 
nobody was brave enough to raise it. 

Mugabe, 72 next month, first won power in elections 
preceding independence in 1980 and became executive 
president in 1987. 

Given an uneven playing field and the enormous powers 
of patronage at his disposal, Mugabe can expect a 
landslide win in the forthcoming elections. Opposition 
parties enjoy little credibility and their candidates are 
unlikely to impress an electorate which rates politicians 
according to their role in the liberation war of the 1970s. 
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Veteran opposition leader Ndabaningi Sithole has not 
been forgiven for his collaboration with rebel leader lan 
Smith in the period immediaiely before independence. 
Leader of the small ZANU-Ndonga party, Sithole is 
currently facing allegations of plotting to assassinate 
Mugabe and over throw the government. The state 
claims he set up a clandestine movement to work 
with Mozambique’s Renamo (Mozambique National 
Resistance] rebels which were sponsored by apartheid- 
South Africa. In the 1980s he reportedly had links with 
the right-wing Heritage Foundation in the United States. 


The other likely contender, Bishop Abel Muzorewa, 
leader of the United Parties, was prime minister of the 
short-lived Zimbabwe-Rhodesia government which saw 
a continuation of Smith's administrative apparatus under 
nominally black rule. Both Sithole — if he escapes 
conviction — and Muzorewa are unlikely to command 
much support beyond their Eastern Districts home area. 


The leader of the Forum Party, former chief justice 
Enoch Dumbutshena, has yet to declare his candidacy. 
While untainted by the past, his party is perceived to 
be a liberal urban formation in a country where peasant 
voters constitute more than 70 percent of the electorate. 


The president has persistently refused to consider po- 
litical reform including overhauling a constitution that 
was tailored for a one-party state. He also refuses to 
appoint an independent electoral commission or release 
his government's grip on the media. As a result he has 
found himself increasingly out of step with democratic 
changes in the region. He has made little secret of his 
resentment of the new South Africa which provides an 
alternative model to often narrow and intolerant modes 
of governance north of the Limpopo. 


With a pliant rural base, Mugabe can ignore for the 
present complaints of hardship from an urban popula- 
tion afflicted by inflation and unemployment. | am pre- 
occupied with rural people because they comprise the 
majority, he disclosed in a recent interview. They are 
the main and strongest backers of the revolution and, 
therefore, more dependable than the urban population. 


This comes in the wake of Independent candidate 
Margaret Dongo’s upset victory in the Harare South 
by election where she defeated an employee of the 
President's Office. 

Credible nationwide opposition, however, remains only 
a future prospect. So long as he holds on to his 
peasant fiefdom with the promise of food and land, 
and with the levers of state power operating to his 
advantage, Mugabe knows that, whatever the demands 
for improved governance, he is secure for another six 
years.

attacks on government critics. 


It is common knowledge in Zimbabwe that Chikerema 
was appointed editor in 1987, on Mugabe's orders. 


Zimpapers dominates the national press with a stable of 
two daily and four weekly newspapers. It is a public 
company whose controlling interests have been held 
since 1981 by a nominally independent trust. 


However, political control of the papers was secured, 
senior Zimpapers journalists confirm, by government 
appointed trustees who allowed cabinet ministers to 
dictate editorial policy and to choose staff. But to the 
chagrin of senior party figures, Mkushi and Makoni have 
strongly resisted the system since they took office. 


Last year Makoni had to force Chikerema to halt an anti- 
white campaign that earned the newspaper a reputation 
internationally for racism, and even took senior party 
officials by surprise for its vehemence. 


The group’s management is known to be acutely embar- 
rassed not only by Chikerema’s authoritarian editorial 
outlook but also of his ability as a journalist. 


Sunday's (January 7) edition of the SUNDAY MAIL 
contained an interview with Mugabe written in English 
that, said one Zimpapers’ executive, “makes the presi- 
dent look like an illiterate."

The 
road was closed when fighting in Tubmanburg broke out 
on December 28 between the Krahn wing of the United 
Liberation Movement (ULIMO-J) and the peacekeep- 
ers. 


Aid agencies here say more than 13,000 people, includ- 
ing 2,000 Sierra Leonean refugees, who fled the fighung 
are now at three camps for displaced people in Mon- 
rovia.

{Anderson} When the security forces came in, it ap- 
peared that people got more and more steadfast at the 
roadblocks, and more people joined in. The Lagos State 
newspapers have reported that the security forces pre- 
ferred being quite restrained, but people from MOSOP, 
who I have spoken to this morning, said that apart from 
teargas, bullets were also used on people, and they said 
that some people were injured in clashes between the 
security forces and the MOSOP supporters, and they 
said that quite a lot of people were arrested. 


{Wallace} What was the rally organized there for? 


{Anderson} The day, the 4th of January, was declared 
Ogoni Day by MOSOP three years ago, and three years 
ago, they managed to hold a peaceful demonstration 
in Port Harcourt and the environs with about 300,000 
people. Certainly, last year, it wasn't able to be held. 
Ken Saro-Wiwa, who is the leader of MOSOP, was 
detained and they weren't able to hold it last year, and 
this year quite a few people had told me that they were 
quite determined to hold it because of the kind of events 
that had been going on in Ogoniland. Because of the 
trial of Ken Saro-Wiwa and the others, and because of 


the hangings, they thought it was important to make a 
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Statement on this day to show that peuple were still in 
support of the Ogoni cause. 


[Wallace] What, specifically were they demonstrating 
{against}? What were the placards carried in the rally? 


{Anderson} I think a lot of them were anti-Shell 
placards, saying that they didn’t want oil companies 
Operating in Ogoniland. They wanted to keep Shell out. 
Shell (?withdrew) from the area a couple of years ago; 
it hasn't been operating there but people still feel very 
strongly down in the Ogoni areas about the activities of 
the oil companies, about environmental pollution. 


[Wallace] About how many people were demonstrating 
yesterday? 


{Anderson} It is difficult to say exactly how many 
people. I think they were talking in hundreds rather than 
thousands. 


[Wallace] Is it the first time that there has been 
a major demonstration of MOSOP since Ken Saro- 
Wiwa's execution? 


{Anderson} Yes, I think you probably could say the first 
major demonstration. There was a small vigil held — 
an overnight vigil — held shortly after the hangings of 
Ken Saro-Wiwa and the others. [end recording]

organized by youths of the area. 

According to the British High Commission in Lagos, he 
was taken to Port Harcourt where he is being held. The 
government has not made any public statement on the 
afrest, but speculations among journalists in Lagos today 
were that Adams must have gone to Ogoniland without 
seeking official permission. It has been the practice of 
journalists, especially foreign correspondents, in the past 
year to obtain official clearance before going to the 
troubled Ogoniland both for security reasons, and for 
the personal safety of the journalists.
